In accordance with the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA), the Agricultural Research Service 
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture (ARS), in cooperation with the National Capital Planning 
Commission (NCPC), will be preparing an Environmental Assessment (EA) to analyze potential 
environmental impacts resulting from the proposed National China Garden on the grounds of the U.S. 
National Arboretum. Concurrently, under Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act, ARS 
and NCPC will also analyze the project’s potential effects on historic properties. The public is invited 
to attend a joint NEPA/Section 106 scoping meeting to learn more about the proposed project and 
provide comments that will help define the issues and alternatives to be analyzed.
